The wildest, runaway Coshocton has 


known it* years occurred Sunday af- 
ternoon when a team of maddened 
horses dashed down Roscoe hill, cross- 
ed two rivers and the canal and came 
Ui grief at tbe factory buildii.g o! the 
Havana Cigar company on North Sec- 
ond. 
Tbe team is the property of Pet«r 


EcUert, Is was sent tu Boscoe in 
charge of John Bison, and was at- 
tached to a carryall in which were the 
pallbearers who were to attend the 
funeral of JKobert Crawford. Elson at- 
tempted to turn the team, around in a 
narrow space, and the vehicle was 
upset throwing tbe driver to the 
ground. 
Theborses became fright- 
ened, and when the vehicle righted 
they started in a mad race for Coshuc- 
ton. Down tbe sleep bill they gal- 
loped at full speed, passim; through 
tbe town and crossing tbe canal and 
Walhondinic bridges in safety. Their 
course lay through Uie forks, the dis- 
tance being quickly 'covered. 
The 
steep approach to the Tuscarawas 
bridge had iittle influence on their 
speed acd t-hey crossed the structure 
running hard. Covering Bridge street 
they turned into Second.and when Ue- 
tween Locust and Chestnut almost 
overtook Archie Clar* who was driv- 
ing home from R->sco£. With rare 
presence of ujind he applied the whip 
to bis horse in order to avoid u collis- 
ion and turned into Chestnut. Tbe 
maddened horses following attempted 
to make the turn but failed. 


They collided with 
the Havana 
cigar building. Tbe toagne of toe ve- 
hicle struck tbe building and the 
horses tumbled over into an opening 
leading to tbe basement. 
A crowd gathered, and Officer Rains, 


who chanced to be near, was assisted 
in leading the horses to the street 
where examination showed them to be 
unhurt. The harness was broken aud 
the vehicle suffered.damage to auaxle 
and wheel while the top was awry. 
John Elson although hurt when 


thrown 
from, the carryall pluckiiy 


jumped into a bnggy standing near 
and followed the team to Cosbocton. 
He arrived at the end of the race soon 
after the horses he was following.
